Council 
will not 
make 
changes 
to budget

Didsbury Town 
Council will not make 
changes to its 2001 
budget until the 2002 
budget is approved. 

Most often munici¬ 
palities adopt an in¬ 
terim budget with some 
changes to help them 
make the transition 
from one budget year to 
another. Town Council 
voted at its last meeting 
to stay the course. 

Council approved an 
interim 2002 budget 
which is using the same 
perimeters as the 2001 
budget which will re¬ 
main in effect until the 
approval of the 2002 
budget. Council may 
adjust the interim 
budget by specific mo¬ 
tions however. 

The Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act allows for 
a Town Council to ap¬ 
prove an interim budget 
for part of a calendar 
year, and whereas the 
school and other requi¬ 
sitions may not be 
available until the end 
of February or March, 
at which time a 2002 
budget could be intro¬ 
duced. 

An interim budget 
had been prepared for 
the regular Council 
meeting but defeated as 
Council decided to con¬ 
tinue with 2001 param¬ 
eters. 


A three week strike by more than 600 teachers in 
Chinook's Edge school division - job action that left 
11,000 students outside classes for three weeks - came 
to an abrupt end Thursday when the Klein govern¬ 
ment declared a provincial emergency and forced edu¬ 
cators back to schools. 

Students and teachers in the division returned to 
classes on Monday morning. 

However, the Alberta Teachers Association (ATA) 
has plans to launch court action to try to have the 
emergency edict thrown out - if the order is declared 
unlawful, the teachers could be back on the streets 
hours later. 

"Teachers and their professional association have 
always respected and acted within the law. Until these 
orders are tested in law, we are asking our members 
to return to classrooms. The onus is on the govern¬ 
ment to prove that an emergency exists in each case," 
ATA president Larry Booi said. 

The teachers may launch a work-to-rule campaign, 
including withholding all volunteer services, he said. 

"Any further participation in departmental activi¬ 
ties, including marking of diploma exams, would not 
proceed," he said. 

Chinook's Edge division includes schools in Sundre, 
Olds. Didsbury and Carstairs. Teachers in the divi¬ 
sion began a strike on Feb. 4, six days after the last 
classes were held on Jan. 30. 

Talks in Chinook’s Edge ended without settlement 
on Feb. 16. Eight previous meetings dating from last 
fall have also failed to bridge gaps between the sides 
on issues such as wages, classroom sizes and teacher 
recruitment. 

More than 300,000 students in 22 school divisions 
were out of classes when the province declared the 
emergency. 

Chinook's Edge board spokesman and trustee Ian 
Taylor said he was pleased the strikers are heading 
back to classes. 

"I'm just delighted that students will be back in 
classes and teachers will be teaching," said Taylor. 
"We were as a board getting particularly concerned 
about our Grade 12 students." 

The board is expected to meet on Monday to dis¬ 
cuss the latest developments. Asked if the board is 
concerned about possible back-to-work campaigns, 
Taylor replied. "I guess well cross that bridge when 
we come to it.”

Didsbury the destination tor South African doctor 

Doctor conies to Canada in the search of a better life - will arrive in Didsbury in mid-March.

It has been a long journey, 
not without plenty of hard- 
made decisions, but Dr. 
Fredrik VanRooyen will soon 
arrive in Didsbury. 

It took almost 10 years for 
the South African doctor to 
finally make the decision to 
go ahead with a move to 
Canada, after watching col¬ 
league after colleague make 
the move. 

Dr. VanRooyen will be Dids- 
bury's newest doctor and will 
arrive in Didsbury in the mid¬ 
dle of March. 

"It isn't a decision that can 
be made lightly - moving 
away from your home," said 
the 52-year-old. "We had to 
leave our family behind and 
country behind." 

In the end it was giving his 
two daughters an opportunity 
to live in a country that 
would provide more opportu¬ 
nities to them and a safer life¬ 
style. 

He said that political situ¬ 
ations and crime make South 
Africa a less-than-safe place to 
live. 

It came down to a decision 
between Australia and 
Canada, both are countries 
that readily accept South Af¬ 
ricans for rural doctor posi¬ 
tions, and VanRooyen said 
Canada was far and away his 
first choice. 

"There is no place that is 
going to be perfect but Canada 
is awfully close," he said. "Peo¬ 
ple have everything here. Eve¬ 
ryone is happy, everyone has 
a house and a car and noth¬ 
ing standing in their way." 

From South Africa, Van 
Rooyen was stationed at a 
practice on Fogo Island - off 
the coast of Newfoundland. It 
proved to be an isolated expe¬ 
rience for him and his wife

and he jumped at the oppor¬ 
tunity to move to a practice 
on Prince Edward Island in a 
small town called Souris - 
working with three other doc¬ 
tors. 

He has been at his most re¬ 
cent practice for just a year 
and in Canada for two years. 
He said his move to PEI was 
a step up and he is expecting 
the same thing from Didsbury. 

"I am moving to Didsbury 
because I think it is going to 
be a nice place. I like the 
mountains and the country¬ 
side and I like the fact that it 
is close to Calgary.” 

While he has never been in 
Didsbury in person, he likes 
everything he has heard about 
his new partners in Didsbury 
and cites that as being impor¬ 
tant in making a move like 
the one he is undertaking. 

VanRooyen knows that a 
small town doctor will face a 
variety of challenges and says 
South African doctors have 
risen to the challenge because 
their work in their native 


country provides experiences 
in dealing with tough situa¬ 
tions. 

As far as his choice in the 
medical profession 

VanRooyen has a philosophy 
about people being happy in 
their professions. 

"Why I like being a doctor 
is not an easy question to an¬ 
swer. People should be inter¬ 
ested in their jobs. They 
should Find what they do in¬ 
teresting and challenging." 

VanRooyen and his wife 
Franci, who has a bachelors 
degree in financing, are 
scheduled to arrive in Dids¬ 
bury on March 11. Van 
Rooyen expects to start work 
at College Green Medical Cen¬ 
tre on March 13 or 14. 

A1 Martin, CEO of Health 
Authority 5, said that he is 
glad Didsbury will finally re¬ 
ceive the new doctor they 
have been waiting for. 

"We are very pleased that 
our hard work has paid off 
and that we have secured a 
doctor for the Didsbury area."

VISITATION RIGHTS 

Local couple trying to start 
grandparent’s rights group

It has been over two 
years since Phyllis and 
Marcel Proulx have seen 
their grandchild. 

They have taken the 
matter to court in hopes 
of being granted access, 
but were denied by the 
judge and unless an ap¬ 
peal is heard their cir¬ 
cumstances may stay that 
way. 

The process has left 
them frustrated and an¬ 
gry. But it has not de¬ 
terred them from moving 
■forward. 

The Proulxs are cur¬ 
rently trying to start a 
local group for grandpar¬ 
ents that are in similar 
circumstances. Because 
their current ordeal has 
left them feeling alone 
they want to try and 
reach others so a support 
network can be put in 
place. 

"From what I know 
there isn't a group like 
this in the area," said 
Phyllis, citing emotional 
support and a network of 
legal answers and advice 
as reasons for setting up 
a group. 

After receiving the 
judgement on their bid 
for visitation rights, read 
at the Court of Queen's 
Bench in Calgary on Feb. 
9. 2001, Phyllis posted it 
on a website she created 
because she "wanted peo¬ 
ple to know how stupid it 
was." 

In the judgement the 
judge said it was a real 
loss for the grandchild 
not to be able to see the 
grandparents as many 
years had gone into the 
relationship. Visitation 
was denied because "the 
Child’s day to day life be¬ 
fore and after any court- 
ordered visits with 
Grandparents would be 
made too difficult by 
Mother (and husband)." 

The judge encouraged 
the grandparents to look 
into their own hearts and 
recognize if they truly 
love the child they should 
step away and allow the 
family to function the 
best it can. 

The Proulxs want to 
appeal the decision but 
they have yet to receive 
full transcripts of the 
Feb.9 case, even though 
a year has now passed, 
which has left them even 
more frustrated. It is that 
frustration which has 
furthered their want for 
a support group. 

Feedback to the 
website that was set up 
by Phyllis have let them 
know there are similar 
grandparents in similar 
situations. 

The Proulxs had free

and unscheduled access 
to the child based upon a 
mutual agreement with 
the grandchild’s mother 
until access was com¬ 
pletely terminated in No¬ 
vember 1999, states the 
judges decision. Accord¬ 
ing to court records the 


Proulxs had the primary 
responsibility for the care 
of the child at different 
times including an ap¬ 
proximate eight month 
period in 1991 and 92. 

The fact that the 
Proulxs have been the 
primary caregivers to the 


child has made it espe¬ 
cially tough not to have 
visitation rights. 

"It is so emotionally 
hard. I sometimes just 
hang up the phone and 
cry. It's hard. It's really 
hard. We (were together) 
for such a long time."

Liaisons 
sought for 
provincials in 
Didsbury

The organizational committee for the upcoming 
provincial bantam hockey championship to be held 
in Didsbury in March is looking for a few good 
citizens. 

To help opposition teams feel more comfortable 
in Didsbury the committee is trying to set up liai¬ 
sons to help players and their parents around town 
and help answer specific questions they may have. 

"We feel privileged to be hosting these provin¬ 
cial championships," said Steve Fillmore, one of 
the organizers of the event. "We want to ensure 
that everyone who participates in the event has a 
good time." 

The liaisons will be available to the teams they 
are assigned, will answer questions, give directions 
and basically be ambassadors for the Town of Dids¬ 
bury. Qualifications include being hospitable and 
loving the sport of hockey. 

"Teams are going to have questions and want 
them to get answers. We are just looking for peo¬ 
ple that will be able to help on behalf of the Town 
and the Association." 

Fillmore said having a liaison with a team fur¬ 
ther helps in promoting Didsbury. 

"We are proud of our facilities and this is an 
opportunity to really showcase our town," said 
Fillmore. "We want everyone to see what we have 
to offer as a town." 

Fillmore said that every couple of years Dids¬ 
bury gets a tournament of this magnitude and he 
said it is a good opportunity for Didsbury Minor 
Hockey to fundraise. 

"It is an opportunity to make some money to 
keep fees down and keep the association afloat." 

In addition to collecting a nominal fee at the 
gate, and holding a silent auction with signed NHL 
memorabilia, Fillmore said businesses, the Town, 
service groups and the RCMP have all stepped for¬ 
ward and helped to sponsor the event. 

"We are really appreciative of the support we 
have been getting from a variety of people," he said, 
adding that people wanting to sponsor the event 
are still welcome.

Bylaw will further

Following an amendment made by the provincial 
government which requires municipalities in the their 
municipality development plan consider the protection 
of agricultural operations, the Town is ready to move 
to protect agricultural lands. Currently the Town's 
MDF recognizes agricultural use of land and supports 
continued use for agricultural purposes. The new 
bylaw states that the "Town supports and encourages 
the continued use of land for agricultural operations 
until such time as the land is needed/ or for urban 
purposes.”

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REPORT FROM THE LEGISLATURE 

Safer communities on 
agenda for Solicitor General 


Priority items to make com¬ 
munities safer were front and 
centre for Solicitor General 
Heather Forsyth as she met 
with the other federal, provin¬ 
cial and territorial justice min¬ 
isters in Moncton, New Bruns¬ 
wick, February 13 and 14, 2002. 
At the meeting, Alberta ex¬ 
pressed its strong support for 
any new measures put in place 
by the federal government to 
protect Canadians. 

The Alberta government will 
continue to call on the federal 
government to ensure that po¬ 
lice and prosecutors have the 
tools needed to protect innocent 
citizens and remind the federal 
government that its responsibil¬ 
ity does not end with passing 
legislation to battle terrorism 
and organized crime. Our gov¬ 
ernment remains concerned 
about the new federal Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, that it 
does not hold repeat and chronic 
offenders sufficiently responsi¬ 
ble for their acts, and that 
youths sentenced as adult of¬ 
fenders should be held to the 
same parole eligibility require¬ 
ments as adults. 

Alberta has asked the federal 
government to amend the con¬ 
ditional sentencing provisions of 
the Criminal Code to ensure 


that serious violent offences, 
serious sexual offences (espe¬ 
cially sexual offences against 
children), and offences involv¬ 
ing death or serious bodily 
harm such as cases involving 
an impaired driver, are not eli¬ 
gible for a conditional sentence. 
As well, Alberta continues to 
maintain the position that in¬ 
termittent sentences should be 
abolished or should be optional 
at the discretion of the prov¬ 
inces 

Alberta led discussions at 
the meetings on enacting 
stricter guidelines for the use 
of conditional sentencing and 
abolishing preliminary inquir¬ 
ies. The need for an effective 
national sex offender registry 
was also raised by Solicitor 
General Heather Forsyth. Re¬ 
cent improvements to the Ca¬ 
nadian Police Information Cen¬ 
tre (CPIC) are welcomed by 
Alberta, but still fall short. As 
a true sex offender registry, 
CPIC must be able to identify 
the location of sex offenders 
when a child goes missing and 
provide police with an up-to- 
date picture and address. Most 
importantly, the federal gov¬ 
ernment must introduce legis¬ 
lation requiring convicted sex 
offenders to register with po¬ 


lice. Alberta continues to de¬ 
velop its own sex offender reg¬ 
istry that can work with simi¬ 
lar registries already estab¬ 
lished or planned in other prov¬ 
inces. On Wednesday, February 
13, 2002, Alberta and Ontario 
signed an agreement in 
Moncton during the Federal- 
Provincial-Territorial Justice 
Ministers" meeting, to enable 
Alberta to use Ontario's sex of¬ 
fender registry software in Al¬ 
berta. 

Province Accents Plan 
for Capital Region Partner¬ 
ships: Encourages Munici¬ 
palities to Thke Action 

In December 1998, the Al¬ 
berta government established 
the Alberta Capital Region Gov¬ 
ernance Review, with Lou 
Hyndman as chair, to consult 
with regional stakeholders and 
to develop broad recommenda¬ 
tions on how Alberta's capital 
region municipalities can bet¬ 
ter address future opportunities 
through improved cooperation. 
The review involved 21 munici¬ 
palities and other stakeholders 
including business and commu¬ 
nity representatives. In May 
2001, the Chair submitted his 
final report to the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, the Honour¬ 
able Guy Boutilier. 
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Students concerned teachers strike will affect their future

and teachers still do not have 
a contract. 

Dear Editor, 

As a Grade 12 student of 
Carstairs Hugh Sutherland 
School, I have a major con¬ 
cern about the ongoing 
teacher strike. I look up to 
teachers, and believe that 
they are here to act like teach¬ 
ers, and not like children. 
From what I understand, it is 
a law for students to be in 
school, and learn. 

The teachers union’s ac¬ 
tions are very distressing to 
me and some of my class¬ 
mates. because some of us are 
planning to go to University, 
or College, in August. How 
are we going to make up the 
lost time, before the summer 
and Post Secondary Education 
begin? 

I don't know any Grade 12 
students, including myself, 
that would want to go to 
school an extra semester, just 
because the Local ATA won't 
settle for anything less than 
13%. "I don't see why we 
should take any less..." 
(Quoted from the Mountain 
View County Newspaper, said 
by Bob Worsfold) Personally, 
I understand that $30,000/ 
year is not enough to really 
live on in the cities, but to 
demand a 13% increase, when 
you know that the money is 
tight, it is not possible. The 
Board may be keeping some 
money aside, but what hap¬ 
pens when you want another 
raise in salaries, and our 
province is in debt? 

My entire graduation class 
is looking forward to our 


graduation ceremony, but 
now, just because of a strike, 
we could lose the chance of 
that, and our plans of going 
to Post Secondary School. 
Bob Worsfold states, "If kid's 
have to take an extra semes¬ 
ter, work the next, and go to 
school the following year- it's 
not that big of a deal." 

This is unacceptable. He 
isn't a student anymore, how 
does he know how it feels to 
have your teachers on strike 
and maybe miss the chance of 
going to Post Secondary 
School? 

Some people can't afford to 
have that happen. Since 
Worsfold has a son in Grade 
12, he should know that this 
causes major problems for his 
son's education, and future. 
Our division's motto is, 
“Where Students Come 
First,” obviously, we don't. It 
seems that the salaries of the 
teachers are more important 
than the education of the stu¬ 
dents, who pay school fees, so 
the teachers can be paid. Most 
of the schools in the school 
division have exchange stu¬ 
dents, which makes it very 
difficult for them to under¬ 
stand Canada, and get edu¬ 
cated already. They pay a lot 
of money to come here and 
have to go at a set time, and 
so may miss the end of the 
school term, all because the 
ATA won't settle for anything 
less then 13%. The student's 
best interests are not being 
looked out for; instead, they 
are being put to the bottom 
of the priority list. 

The teaching profession is 
a business, just like farming, 
despite what the ATA nego¬ 
tiator says. The ATA and 
teacher's union need to real¬ 
ize that almost everything is 
like a business.

trade. Teaching is a profes¬ 
sion, and occupation, there¬ 
fore, it is a business. How 
many teachers work 12 hours 
a day, 5 to 7 days a week? 
None to my knowledge. No 
teacher has had to work shift 
work in this occupation' and 
at least you get weekends off, 
and get holidays at Christ¬ 
mas, Easter, every other Fri¬ 
day and 2 months of summer. 
Most people that are not 
teachers have to work more 
than 8 hours a day, and up to 
7 days a week, why should 
teachers complain about the 
hours that they work? Sure, 
most teachers spend extra 
time marking papers and cor¬ 
respondence work, coach 
sports teams, and go to con¬ 
ventions, but that comes ei¬ 
ther with volunteering, or 
with the job. 

Since the strike has gone 
on longer then 2 weeks, we 
now may have to cut out the 
arts programs (Music) and 
Physical Education. Some stu¬ 
dents are aspiring to be ath¬ 
letes, or musicians, are you 
going to cut their dreams 
short too? To shorten the 
times students have in those 
classes would be unfortunate. 

I feel that the Board is do¬ 
ing as much as they can with 
the terms that the ATA is giv¬ 
ing. 

The ATA said they were 
striking because they wanted 
to decrease class sizes. When 
the board wants to use their 
funds to decrease class size 
and improve programs in¬ 
stead of giving the teachers a 
13% increase for one year like 
the ATA wants, I have to 


think that this strike is not 
about class size and helping 
students. It's about money. 
You have to remember that 
money isn’t going to cut it if 
the students lose part of their 
education. It will not help 
them to postpone future plans 
because of the money prob¬ 
lems that the teachers are 
having. If the strike is truly 
in the “best” interest of the 
students, then why are they 
the ones who get cut short in 
the end? No matter which way 
you look at it, students are 
going to be affected and are 
going to have to deal with the 
negative setbacks that this 
strike creates. The teachers 
will most likely end up with 
higher wages, and teaching 
will be easier on them. But 


the grade 12 students, for the 
sake of making life easier for 
the teachers and for the 
money have been forced to put 
their lives on hold. Their fu¬ 
ture. Stop and think about it 
for one minute. This could 
put them back almost an en¬ 
tire year and some cannot af¬ 
ford for that to happen. This 
needs to be settled now. This 
childish behaviour of trying 
to bleed as much money out 
of the government as possible 
has to stop, to get us back to 
school.

local representatives of the 
ATA, and local representatives 
of the board. 

"Bargaining agents repre¬ 
senting the ATA and the Board, 
as well as the provincially ap¬ 
pointed mediator, are not in¬ 
vited." 

The talks would be 'binding 
on neither party’, the board 
said, adding the 'intention is 
that, if we are able to find com¬ 
mon ground, the talks could be 
expanded to include bargaining 
agents and formal negotia¬ 
tions'. 

However, the local quickly 
dismissed the suggested meet¬ 
ing, prompting Taylor to say 
Feb. 21: "This clearly shows 
that the local ATA is taking its 
marching orders from the pro¬ 
vincial ATA. We've been frus¬ 
trated with the intrusion of the 
provincial ATA agenda into lo¬ 
cal negotiations for months. 

We want to talk about 
what's needed in Chinook's 
Edge. "Yesterday's offer (Feb. 
20) to the ATA asked that we 
try going about this from a dif¬ 
ferent angle - to employ a 
method that has worked suc¬ 
cessfully for us in the past, and 
is currently working for other 
boards. We sincerely regret this 
development." Worsfold said the 
union is not prepared to meet 
without its provincial negotia¬ 
tor. 

"I guess we're back to setting 
a date when they are available," 
said Worsfold. 


The teachers demands for an 
11.5 per cent wage increase re¬ 
mains firm, he said. "We're not 
asking for teachers to take any 
less. There's no reason why we 
should." 

The Chinook's Edge board 
needs to make the next move if 
a settlement is going to be 
found locally, he said. 

"Unless the board has a 
change of heart we are just 
wasting our time. They were 
not willing to amend their pro¬ 
posal by one item. They seem 
to want us to make this giant 
leap to settle it while they just 
sit where they are. 

Meanwhile, Maria David- 
Evans, Deputy Minister of Edu¬ 
cation, told board superintend¬ 
ents in an email: "If the deci¬ 
sion is made to declare a public 
emergency, the government 
would want to be certain as pos¬ 
sible that any such decision 
would withstand a challenge in 
the courts." 

Don Massey, Liberal Educa¬ 
tion critic, said forcing teach¬ 
ers back will not solve any of 
the problems that lead to the 
strikes in the first place. 

"An imposed solution is no 
solution," said Massey. It just 
leaves all the problems that are 
there, unresolved. If arbitrator 
tells boards to pay teachers 
more it could make matters 
worse. Cutting the number of 
teachers could be the only way 
for some boards to make sure 
they have enough money.” 


Bob Worsfold. president of 
the ATA local #17, said any job 
action will likely begin with ac¬ 
tion against the province. 

"I’m sure the first wave of 
work to rule would be against 
Alberta Education," said 
Worsfold. "Not marking exams, 
and not sitting on joint com¬ 
mittees, and that kind of stuff. 
As for working to rule with 
extra curricular within the 
schools, I haven’t heard any¬ 
thing yet. 

"It doesn't really solve a lot, 
especially with the government 
still saying they are not in¬ 
volved." 

A decision by the court on 
the ATA challenge could come 
this week. 

Under the Alberta Labour 
Code an emergency could be de¬ 
clared if "unreasonable hard¬ 
ship is being caused or is likely 
to be caused to persons who are 
not parties to the dispute." 

The province had to act to 
get students back to classes, 
said Human Resources Minis¬ 
ter Cliff Dunford. 

"This government respects 
the collection bargaining proc¬ 
ess, but the job action by Al¬ 
berta teaches is having a seri¬ 
ous effect on students, families 
and others including support 
staff," said Dunford. "Thou¬ 
sands of students are now in 
jeopardy of losing their school 
year and with no clear end to 
the strike in sight, government 
must take action on behalf of 
students." 

Dunford has given the par¬ 
ties in each of the 22 affected 
school districts until March 15, 
2002 to negotiate a new collec¬ 
tive agreement on their own or 
with the assistance of a govern¬ 
ment-appointed mediator. 

If an agreement cannot be 
reached by Mar. 15, the matter 
would go before a one-person 
Teachers Dispute Resolution 
Tribunal for binding arbitra¬ 
tion. 

Three days before the emer¬ 
gency was declared Learning 
Minister Lyle Oberg said teach¬ 
ers and school boards should 
return to intensive bargaining.

TOWN OF SUNDRE 
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QUESTION: My husband drinks a lot but it doesn’t 
affect him very badly. It is amazing just how much he can 
drink without getting dead drunk. Does that mean he isn’t 
an alcoholic? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ m afraid you are describing a telltale 
characteristic of alcoholism. Let me turn to a physician 
who specializes in treating alcoholics. I asked him to de¬ 
scribe the early symptoms that family members should 
look for. 

Dr. Simpson said: “The first red flag is a ‘tolerance’ for 
alcohol. The person finds he has to drink more to achieve 
the same result. He calls this being able to ‘hold his liq¬ 
uor’ — a status symbol around the world. In reality, it is 
a danger signal indicating a chemical adjustment has been 
made. 

“Second, a person reaches a place where he doesn’t want 
to talk about his drinking anymore. He knows he is con¬ 
suming more alcohol than other people and he wants to 
avoid all reference to it. This begins a process of denial 
that may be with him for years to come. 

“Third, the person begins to experience blackouts. By 
that I mean that he has brief periods of amnesia that 
lengthen as time goes by. What is happening is that the 
brain’s recording cells aren’t remembering what is being 
said and done. 

“Furthermore, it’s a low-dose phenomenon: It happens 
after one or two drinks. I’m not referring to the process 
of being stone drunk from the anesthetic effects of great 
quantities of alcohol. Instead, the person thinks back on 
the previous night and says, ‘Gee! I can’t remember a 
doggone thing after that second drink.’ It’s a scary expe¬ 
rience. 

“Fourth, the person begins to notice that he can’t con¬ 
sistently predict how much he’s going to drink once he 
starts. To me, this is the key feature of alcoholism and 
constitutes the definition of the disease. It occurs when 
an individual is constantly drinking more than he intended 
because he can’t help it. He sits down to have a beer and 
wakes up the next afternoon. 

“It may be hard for people to believe, but alcoholics 
don’t drink to get drunk. They merely want to have a 
drink or two. That’s why they can swear they’ll never get 
drunk again, and mean it. They have no intention of break¬ 
ing that promise. Nevertheless, they sit down to have a 
drink with a friend and bingo, it’s morning.” Let me share 
with you now the words of Pauline, the spouse, and Bob, 
the alcoholic, about their experience with this family 
nightmare. 

“I couldn’t count the times Bob promised he would 
never drink again. That must be the most frustrating part 
of the experience — having Bob look me straight in the 
eye and tell me he’s through — really done with bingeing. 
He’d say, ‘I’ve seen how it hurts you and the kids and I’ve 
had it. I promise you that I’ll never do it again!’ Then in 
a day or two he was dead drunk. I thought he was lying 
to me. How could he love me and lie so many times to my 
face? But he wasn’t lying. He couldn’t keep his promise. 
Bob thought he could whip this problem with willpower. 
It’s like trying to stop diarrhea by making up your mind 
to do so.” We asked Bob to express what he was feeling 
during this period of repeated failure. He said he was con¬ 
fused by his inability to overcome the habit. “I thought 
the problem might be vodka, so I switched to scotch, and 
then bourbon. Then I tried meditation. Nothing worked. 
I tried a dozen approaches to control my drinking, but I 
always went back to it. Then I tried covering it up. I car¬ 
ried a bottle of Binaca in my pocket and I always had a 
green tongue. 

"I drank for six months without Pauline ever knowing 
it. Every Saturday morning she would wash her hair and 
then sit under a noisy hair dryer for a half-hour. I could 
hardly wait for her to get preoccupied because I had a 
fifth of vodka in the cupboard. I would race in and get a 
can of Fresca from the refrigerator, pour half of it down 
the drain, and fill the other half with vodka. Then I’d 
drink it in front of the television set with a halo around 
my head. You really have to be calculating to hide a drink¬ 
ing problem from those you live with. This went on for 
months. You see. I was addicted to a drug and was com¬ 
pletely unaware of it.”

Despite an economic 
downturn felt across the 
globe, members of the 
Mountain View Credit Un¬ 
ion received good news at 
their annual general meet¬ 
ing. 

The Mountain View credit 
Union posted earnings of 
$1,510,874 before Patronage 
allocations and income tax. 
The profit allowed the Board 
to declare a seven per cent 
Common Share Dividend, a 
Patronage Rebate of two per 
cent on loan interest and a 
Patronage Bonus of two per¬ 
cent on deposit interest. 

Board of Directors Presi¬ 
dent Charlie Van Arnam 
told those in attendance that 
the Mountain View Credit 
Union not only was able to 
make a significant profit in 
a* slower economy but were 
able to do so amongst "keen 
competition in the market¬ 
place." 

Assets at the end of the 
year exceeded $182 million, 
which was an increase of 
$22.8 million. Deposits in¬ 
creased by $21.1 million and 
totalled $169.4 million at 
year's end. Loans increased 
by $25.2 million and totalled 
$134.2 million at year end. 

Van Arnam said the eco¬ 
nomic downturn did affect 
the 2001 numbers and will 
continue to affect business 
in 2002. 

"The current economic 
downturn will have an im¬ 
pact on growth in 2002. We 
expect growth will continue, 
however, at a slower place 
than we have seen in the 
past few years," said Van 
Arnam. 

In an interview following 
the presentation to board 
members. Van Arnam said 
the Sept. 11 attacks didn't 
affect the Mountain View 
Credit Union's bottom line 
and that the Board was 
never concerned about a 
negative impact on the insti¬ 
tution, even shortly after 
the attacks took place. He 
said it was the economic 
downturn that followed the 
board was more concerned 
with. 

"We were more concerned 
about the effect on the 
economy. (Sept. 11) wasn't 
any more of a concern than 
it was to the North Ameri¬ 
can business world. 

A number of other topics 
were also touched on at the 
event by Van Arnam.

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Farmers 
starting behind 
8-ball, says 
crop specialist 

by Richard Westlund 
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Farmers are becoming more concerned about the 
amount of moisture they will have for their crops with 
every dry winter month that passes, says crop spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agriculture. 

"I would say that everyone is anxious," said Russel 
Harvey, Cereals and Oilseeds Specialist from his 
Stettler office. "Every month that goes by producers 
are increasingly more concerned about the amount of 
moisture we will have in the spring. That would go 
away if we got a decent snow cover - but so far that 
hasn't happened.” 

Harvey said it was the same situation that started 
problems last year for Didsbury area farmers. A dry 
winter coupled with a dry spring gave farmers very 
little moisture to work with. 

The end result were crops that yielded below- or 
just barely average results. 

Harvey said at the end of last year's growing sea¬ 
son Didsbury-area farmers were short in subsoil mois¬ 
ture. He said the majority of the moisture in the 
ground was used up by the crops. He said when farm¬ 
ers start with average soil moisture and get an aver¬ 
age amount of rain good crops can be forecasted. 

"We are starting behind the 8-ball this year," he said. 

From the weather specialists he has talked to, 
Harvey is expecting more moisture than last year but 
that number could fall short of an average precipita¬ 
tion rate. 

He also believes that global warming has an affect 
on how those numbers play out. 

"My understanding is that with global warming you 
get more extreme weather - longer dry periods and 
amounts of rain.” 

He said while farmers could get the normal amount 
of moisture, they could get it in two large floods - 
which wouldn't be beneficial for crops. Currently 
Harvey believes that an inch of rain will be enough 
for this year's crops to germinate. He did stress farm¬ 
ers would need timely rains to add more moisture to 
the soil to support the root system of a mature plant. 

Harvey said while farmers cannot control the 
amount of rain that falls over their crops, they can 
make the best of the moisture they do get. 

"You can't change the amount of moisture you get 
but you can change how that moisture is utilized," 
said Harvey. 

He said farmers that do not till their land in the 
fall will experience improved filtration as stubble keeps 
the moisture on the land. Stubble will also prevent 
moisture from evaporating. 

He also said if farmers are expecting a lower 
amount of rain this year, they could cut back on the 
amount of fertilizer they use on their crops.

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THOUGHTS ON THE BIGHORN WILDLAND 

“We do not inherit the earth. We 
borrow it trom our children”

Ladies and gentlemen, boys and girls, people from 
every race and creed: as I sit here on the 29 January, 
I’m going to speak on my feelings of the backcountry. 

I’m looking out my window today, and we’re so 
lucky to have this serene and beautiful country here 
in Alberta. And I am talking about the Bighorn, that 
is where Don Sparrow put in the FLU Zones back in 
1986. 

And prior to that it was opened up to every head of 
every watershed for oil and gas exploration. And then 
they used caterpillars, so that’s back in the 50s and 
from that day forward a lot of the knowledgeable horse¬ 
men and outfitters that wanted to get away into wil¬ 
derness moved north. And we went through a period 
of time when it was pretty wide open, and mind you 
our population was way less and we the quads weren’t 
even around, the trailbikes or any of that stuff. I re¬ 
member when I went up there in the 50s with my 
uncles, up in that back country; upper Clearwater 
and Panthers Corners and, you know, the Wapiabi, 
Ram. The truck road wasn’t even in there then and 
when this oil boom came. I took up a crusade with 
Sparrow and Fred McDougall and different guys that 
were in the regime at that time, to protect this. I 
remember my uncles saying, you’re sure wasting your 
time going for protection-and I remember working 
with Don Sparrow with maps to get this area pro¬ 
tected. 

You know, I was going in there at that time with 
pack horses and people were driving by me and call¬ 
ing me crazy and saying, we get in there a lot 
quicker. Well, I said, how would you like it if some 
day you were going in the way I’m going in. 

And someone says, Oh no, we wouldn’t want that, 
we have a right to go anywhere we want with these 
vehicles, and you said, O.K. 

But maybe some people would say, yeah we’d like 
to regroup and save it for our children and keep one 
small little place that’s very important. 

The reason it’s so important is because of the fact 
that if like its 20, 30 below in Sundre near where I 
live, it might be 15 there a lot of times because the 
warm thermal winds come in there and keep the snow 
off the south slope which is very compatible to the 
elk that you see and every animal that’s in there-of 
course grizzly bears are sleeping-but it’s one of the 
last strongholds for them as well. And the thing about 
it is that if you can’t ignore the fact of its watershed 


ability, its scenic ability. 

You know, back 30 some years ago plus, they drilled 
two oil wells back in there and that was another rea¬ 
son why I undertook the prospect of trying to, you 
know, trying to save that little bit of critical area. 
And the formation was such that back then they 
drilled some deep deep holes and they deemed ‘em dry, 
so that helped me, you know, like Amoco put the first 
of them in and it was dry and, I forgot the company 
put one in the upper Scalp, and it was dry. 

I was fortunate enough to go back there with my 
uncles and relations and friends and stuff to see how 
precious and beautiful it was. And the other day, one 
of my outfitter friends, Steve Olderguard, he’s got a 
lovely family, all outdoors people, and he phoned me 
and said come to this meeting in Sundre (AWA public 
forum on the Bighorn). 

Now, I had kind of got out of being on boards and 
stuff, you know I just felt like an old soldier putting 
my uniform back on, so I go up there and it’s the 
quad people were the vocal people and they’re feeling 
that, oh we’re losing few years that people are pretty 
good at bringing back what they take in and stuff 
like that, so I’m glad to see that, but I guess I’ve been 
around long enough that I just had to speak out on 
this. And I would like you to bear with me that we’re 
not picking on any one group of people, we just want 
to save that country. 

Like Mr. Klein, he realized that when he steps out 
of his administration as the premier, there might be 
somebody in there that has more industrialized ideas, 
and its like taking a brick out of a brick house or a 
chimney, the whole chimney will fall down if we don’t 
get some solid rigidity to the whole thing, you know. 

Following that, we can talk about tourism, it 
doesn’t just affect the outfitters, the trail riders, it 
affects everybody within the town or country that is 
occupied because there’s so many spin-off effects, they 
all go buy groceries, they buy fuel, they hire people, 
and tourism could go a long way. I know there’s lots 
of people in Europe and the world that would enjoy 
our backcountry from a horse or on foot or just sim¬ 
ply, you know, gazing around and it’s so precious that 
we leave it as such. 

And I’d like to say in closing that we do not in¬ 
herit the earth from our ancestors, we just borrow it 
from our children. 

It’s been nice talking to you ladies and gentlemen, 
and children, boys and girls, this is J.W. Campbell. 
See you later, see you in the High Country.

Future bleak for 
farmers, charges 
Thompson 

Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament for 
Wild Rose traveled with the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Agriculture this week 
as it appeared in Grande Prairie and Vulcan, 
Alberta. Many of the witnesses who testified 
before the committee in Vulcan were from the 
Wild Rose constituency. 

The Liberals revealed in the committee that 
they are currently revamping their agriculture 
policy. They are hoping to improve farm income 
by focusing on consumer demands for food 
safety and environmentally responsible food 
production. They stated that the overhaul is 
intended to help reduce farmer dependence on 
income programs. At the same time the Agri¬ 
culture Minister is trying to set up a new farm 
safety net that would roll crop insurance and 
income insurance into one program. 

“Witness after witness said they supported 
the idea of safer food and protecting the envi¬ 
ronment. But the new policy isn’t an effective 
weapon in world markets that are distorted by 
enormous subsidies in other countries. They are 
calling for Canada to continue subsidizing its 
producers as long as other countries do the 
same,” said Thompson. 

“The farm community clearly told the Stand¬ 
ing Committee that they feel abandoned by the 
federal government while competing govern¬ 
ments continue to support their farmers. They 
urged the committee to fund an insurance plan 
that protects farmers when competitors depress 
markets with subsidies.” 

“Farmers are hurting, the banks are taking 
a hard line with them, and they don’t know 
where to turn. There is a real sense of depres¬ 
sion with many of them. 

“They truly feel that the Liberal government 
doesn’t care if their industry fails,” stated 
Thompson. 

“Even one of the Liberal members of the com¬ 
mittee admitted that it seems that farmers are 
suspicious of the Liberal’s new plan because it 
doesn’t include a lot of specific proposals.”

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Orphans reclaimed. 

Oil and gas industry funds site clean ups 


Calling in the animal 
health investigator. 


Alberta's orphan program is funded by the 
oil and gas industry. 

Since 1993, 336 orphan wells have been 
properly abandoned, meaning the well is 
plugged deep underground, the wellhead 
is removed and capped at the surface and 
the site reclaimed. The program was 
expanded in 1997 to include orphaned 
pipelines and other facilities 

Over the past eight years, the oil and gas 
industry has spent $18.5 million on well 
abandonment and reclamation projects. 
Maurice Wiart, a Castor landowner with three 
orphan wells on his property, explains how the 
program cleaned up the problem for him. 

"One of these sites had an old oil pit. 

It was a problem because my cattle gravitated 
toward it. The company was long gone. 
Under the program, the soil was put back 
to the condition it was in before. The land 
was cultivated and returned to improved 
pasture," says Wiart. 

The ongoing program is a joint industry/ 
government effort administered by the 
Alberta Energy and Utilities Board. 


When a well or other facility is left behind 
because an owner has gone out of business or 
can't clean up a site, an 'orphan' results. These 
orphan sites can contain old equipment or 
potentially contaminated soil or water. The need 
to clean up and reclaim orphan sites is important, 
particularly to the people who live near them. 


Livestock grazing next to oil and gas facilities is 
a common sight in Alberta. Sometimes ranchers 
who have livestock health problems wonder if 
there's a connection. 

Since 1998, ranchers have had somewhere to 
turn when facing animal health issues they think 
may be related to the oil and gas industry. 

That's when five groups, made up of petroleum, 
agricultural and government agencies, got 
together to look for a solution. 


Before reclamation 


The groups fund an independent veterinarian who 
acts as an Animal Health Investigator. His job is to 
respond to specific concerns from livestock owners. 
The sen/ice is confidential, free and available to all 
livestock owners. 

"The investigator is experienced in identifying 
animal health issues that may be related to oil 
and gas activity," says Dr. Gerald Ollis, chief 
provincial veterinarian for Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development. 

The investigator takes on cases after the local 
veterinarian has ruled out common diseases or 
herd management as a cause for an animal's illness 
He studies the problem to determine whether it's 
related to the oil and gas industry or one of many 
other causes. He then prepares a report with 
recommendations. 

If livestock owners suspect a problem, they should 
immediately remove animals from the area. They 
should call their own vet and contact their nearest 
Alberta Energy and Utilities Board field centre to 
start an investigation. 


After reclamation 


A lighter footprint. 

Reducing the impact on the land 


For the first time in Canada, resource industries are 
working together on a new program to lessen their 
combined impact on the land. The $2.5 million 
Integrated Landscape Management program (ILM), 
funded by Alberta's resource industries, is changing 
the way Alberta's petroleum and other industries 
operate on the same land 
The goal of the program is to combine activities to 
significantly reduce their impact. An example would 
be building one road that could service a well site and 
logging activities at the same time. 

Teamwork and research are crucial to the success of the 
new program. University of Alberta biological sciences 
professor Dr. Stan Boutin leads a team that will provide 
the science needed to better understand the relationship 
between the ecosystem and industrial land use. 

"If we truly want to maintain the natural environment 
that Albertans think is important, we need to work with 
industry," says Dr. Boutin. "One of the outcomes of this 
research will be to develop a model for how we plan 
together, share infrastructure and learn about best 
practices," he adds. 

With over $30 billion worth of new energy 
investment projected for northern Alberta over the 
next 20 years, the ILM program will play a key role 
in ensuring future development and environmental 
protection go hand in hand

"Everyone in Canada has this in common," he said. 

Marc Aubee was on the ice playing hockey with 
his mens rec. team when the Canadian Men's team 
defeated Finland in the quarterfinals. 

He said the visiting team had set up a radio on 
their bench and whenever the play stopped, players 
from both sides would stop and listen to the radio 
for a bit. 

Whenever a roar erupted from the visitors bench 
players hurried over to hear what happened. 

Aubee, who entertained friends at his home dur¬ 
ing the gold medal match, said the Zamboni driver 
would not flood the ice until the game was over when 
it was in its dying minutes. 

"You could see how emotional everyone was about 
all of the games," he said. “It seems like there is 
pressure off of everyone now.”
